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DETAILED ACTION 



Claims 1-20 are presented for examination. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Gabehart et al [Publication No. US 2004/0103223] in view of Kung [US Patent No. 
6,931,554]. 

As per claim 1, Gabehart et al teach the invention comprising: 

receiving one or more power signal inputs from a host computing device [Page 2 

[0021] lines 4-11 phone (host) Page 3 [0028] lines 6-9]; 

conditioning one or more power signal inputs to generate conditioned power 

signals [Page 2 [0021] lines 15-21 Page 3 [0027] "transmits appropriately conditioned 

power"]; and 

transmitting condition power signals to an external adaptor [Page 3 [0027]]. 
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Gabehart et al do not teach a capacitor characterized by size suitable for use as 
a charge reservoir. Specifically, Gabehart et al teach the conditioning of a power signal 
and transmitting the conditioned signal to the adaptor and adjusting the voltage level to 
deliver the appropriate voltage. However Gabehart et al fail to detail the method used 
to condition the input signal. A routineer in the art would have been motivated to look 
for a teaching for conditioning a signal to be transmitted to an adaptor. 

Kung teaches another system of conditioning signal inputs and adjusting the 
voltage level to deliver the voltage desired. Kung teaches a charged capacitor that is 
used as a charge reservoir [Col 6 lines 22-33]. It would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art to combine the teachings of Gabehart et al and Kung because 
they both teach differing signal conditioning methods. Kung covers the deficiency of 
Gabehart et al by teaching the detail of a method used to condition the input signal. 

As per claim 2, Kung teaches performing voltage conversion of power signal 
inputs [Col 6 line 65 - Col 7 line 5]. 

As per claim 3, Kung teaches up-converting voltages of the power signal inputs 
to increase power stored within the external card adapter [Col 6 line 65 - Col 7 line 5]. 

As per claim 4, Gabehart et al teach up/down-converting voltages of power signal 
inputs in order to deliver appropriate voltage levels [Page 3 [0028] lines 1-6]. 
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As per claim 5, Kung teaches a capacitor characterized by a size suitable for use 
as a charge reservoir [Col 4 lines 19-33]. 

As per claim 6, Kung teaches a bypass capacitor [Col 4 lines 6-12]. 

As per claim 7, Kung teaches CF card [Col 7 lines 8-10 "expansion socket of the 
CF card" where CF card is inserted]. 

As per claim 8, Kung teaches filtering power signal inputs using passive electrical 
components [Col 4 lines 55-63]. 

As per claims 9-10, it is directed to the method of steps for supplying power to 
implement the method as set forth in claims 1-8; Therefore, it is rejected for the same 
basis as set forth hereinabove. 

As per claims 1 1-20, it is directed to the system to implement the method as set 
for in claims 1-8. Therefore, it is rejected for the same basis as set forth hereinabove.
